CHICAGO — Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  an- 
nounced today  that  it  will  make  an  exhaustive  study  of  technological  conditions 
in  the  Republic  of  El  Salvador. 

Salvadorean  engineers  and  Foundation  scientists  will  vrork  together  in  the 
technical  study  for  developm.ent  of  the  country,  according  to  Dr.  Francis  W,  Godwin, 
director  of  the  Foundation's  International  Division,  who  announced  the  new  study. 

The  investigation  was  requested  by  "anuel  Enrique  Hinds,  Minister  of  Economy 
and  has  been  authorized  by  a  decree  of  the  government  of  El  Salvador, 

Intense,  on-the-spot  investigation  of  agricultural  and  technological  possi- 
bilities in  El  Salvador  can  point  the  v;ay  to  a  specific  development  program  in  that 
country,  Godwin  asserted.  The  Foundation  has  successfully  conducted  similar  surveys 
in  Mexico  and  Argentina,  resulting  in  definite  development  programs. 

The  four-month  technical  survey  for  El  Salvador  will  include: 

1,  Evaluation  of  existing  industries  and  economic  factors  relating  to  them, 

2,  Study  of  technical  education  that  would  be  of  most  value  to  country, 

3,  Finding  specific  m^eans  to  improve  industries  and  other  productive  entities 
ll.  Suggesting  most  promising  ways  to  use  natural  resources,  including  new 

industries, 
5,  Study  of  import  and  export  of  merchandise  to  improve  international  com- 
merce, 

Godwin  and  Dr.  Haldon  A,  Leedy,  director  of  the  Foundation,  recently  toured 
Latin  America  and  discussed  applied  research  for  economic  development  with  govern- 
ment leaders.  Technological  auditing,  according  to  Godwin, is  the  logical  first  step 

of  a  country's  development  program,  since  it  includes  specific  needs  and  suggestion?

CHICAGO  --  The  Institute  of  Design  at  632  North  Dearborn 
street  today  officially  became  the  department  of  Design  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Dr.  Henry  T.  Heald,  president  of  Illinois  Tech;   Serge 
Chermajreff,  president  of  the  Institute  of  Design,  and  Crombie  Taylor, 
secretary  of  the  Institute  of  Design  corporation,  signed  the  final 
papers  today  at  Illinois  Tech. 

For  the  present  the  new  design  department  of  Illinois  Tech 
will  operate  at  its  near  north  side  location.   Later  it  will  be 
moved  to  the  growing,  modern  Technolo^o'.y  Center  campus  on  the  central 

south  side. 

The  design  department  will  continue  the  Institute  of  Design 
curricula  in  industrial  design  and  visual  communications,  Dr.  Heald 
said. 

Architectural  students  will  be  permitted  to  transfer  to 
Illinois  Tech's  department  of  architecture,  vjhich  will  have  the  only 
course  in  architecture  of  the  two  former  institutions. 

Mr.  Chermayeff  is  now  director  of  the  design  department. 
Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  distinguished  director  of  Illinois  Tech's 
department  of  architecture,  continues  in  that  capacity.

Following  action  by  the  boards  of  trustees  of  both 
institutions  and  the  signing  of  final  papers,   Illinois  Tech  has 
added  a  progressive  department  of  design  to  its  technological 
education  and  research  departments. 

"Illinois  Tech  is  thus  able  better  to  fulfill  its  mission  of 
service  to  industry,  through  education  and  research,"  Dr.  Heald  said. 

The  Institute  of  Design,  founded  in  1937,  was  first  known 
as  the  "New  Bauhaus"  and  later  as  the  School  of  Design.   Lazlo  Moholy 
Nagy  was  its  founder  and  director  until  his  death  in  1946. 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  was  formed  in  1940  through 
a  merger  of  Armour  Institute  of  Technology  and  Lewis  Institute,  two 
half-centruy  old  Chicago  institutions. 

Since  1940,  Illinois  Tech  has  enlarged  its  education  and 
research  program,  added  new  staff  m^embers,  built  11  new  buildings, 
and  embarked  upon  a  long-range  slum  clearance,  redevelopment  and 
expansion  program  involving  a  110-acre  tract.

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CHICAGO  -  A  high  level  of  cooperation  and  interchange  of  informa- 
tion between  United  States  and  British  scientists  working  on  the  development 
of  infrared  photoconductors  was  urged  today  by  Br'i   John  E,  Barkley,  supervisor 
of  phj'-sical  chemistry  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Barkleyj  who  heads  the  Foundation's  research  program  for  the  improve- 
ment of  infrared  photoconductors,  has  just  returned  from  a  two-week  tour  of 
laboratories  in  the  United  Kingdom  where  such  research  work  is  being  conducted, 

Barkley  explained  that  infrared  photoconductors  have  wide  use  in  both 
military  and  civilian  applications.  They  find  uses  in  such  widely  separated 
fields  as  astronomy,  motion  picture  sound  reproduction,  and  infrared  spectro- 
scopy for  chemical  analysis.  Infrared  photocells,  used  in  optical  instruments 
during  World  War  II,  literally  enabled  American  soldiers  to  see  in  the  dark 
for  short  distances. 

Cur3?ent  research  in  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  is  aimed  at 
extending  this  distance  -  the  spectral  range  -  and  at  finding  new  uses  for  the 
cells',  Barkley  said, 

"In  some  aspects  of  the  work  we  ^re  ahead  of  British  scientists,"  he 
said.  "In  other  phases  they  have  outdistanced  us." 

"By  free  interchange  of  infonjiation,  and  even  of  the  photocells 
themselves,  we  could  both  move  ahead  much  faster,"  he  said.

CHICAGO — Small  business  can  use  industrial  research  as  well  as  big  business 
if  they  know  how  and  where  to  get  it,  Edgar  A.  Jett,  II,  assistant  director  of 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  said  Thursday  night, 

Jett  told  a  business  problems  school  meeting  of  the  Chicago  Association  of 
Commerce  and  Industry  at  the  Chicago  Bar  Association  that  companies  of  any  size  can 
find  technical  help  to  fit  their  own  product  development  problems, 

"In  the  state  of  Illinois  alone,  there  are  lli,000  people  engaged  in  research 
of  one  kind  or  another,"  Jett  said.  He  named  engineering  companies,-  analytical  and 
testing  laboratories,  consultants,  private  research  companies,  industrial  associa- 
tion laboratories,  universities,  and  independent  industrial  research  foundations  as 
some  types  of  technical  organizations  available  to  management, 

Jett  recommended  a  combination  of  technical  work  inside  a  company,  supple- 
mented by  research  done  in  outside  scientific  organizations.  He  pointed  out  that 
extensive  laboratory  facilities  and  specialized  personnel  in  these  organizations  car 
often  be  used  for  limited  periods  on  well  defined  budgets  in  "farmed  out"  projects. 

An  aggressive  long-range  research  plan,  constant  contact  with  each  project  a 
it  goes  forward,  patience  and  understanding  in  support  of  research,  and  using  re- 
sults instead  of  cubby-holing  them  were  management  techniques  recommended  by  the 
speaker, 

"Smaller  businesses  should  not  feel  that  research  is  a  game  only  the  big  boyi 

can  play,"  Jett  said...  "In  fact,,  research  is  one  way  small  businesses  get  larger."

Speaking  before  the  Highway  Research  board  at  the  29th  annual 
meeting  of  the  National  Research  Councilj  Schlesinger  described  soil 
strength  testing  by  means  of  rotating  blades  <, 

The  new  method  which  provides  accurate  in-place  measurement 
eliminates  the  costly,  time-rconsuming^  unsatisfactory  laboratory  testing 
method  now  usedo  By  making  spot  measurements  quickly  available  at 
any  level]  rlsks^  costsj  and  delays  in  the  construction  of  buildings| 
roads J  and  bridges  can  be  reducedi 

Since  most  large  construction  is  completely  dependent  upon 
the  load  the  soil  can  stand  and  since  compensations  for  soil  weaknesses 
are  costly^  accurate  measurement  is  a  necessity* 

The  experimenters^  Schlesinger  and  Dr«  Eben  Vey>  assistant 
professor  of  civil  engineering  at  Illinois  Tech^-  fixed  a  four-faced 
blade  to  a  shaft  which  turned  at  a  constant  rate  in  the  soil* 

By  relating  the  distribution  of  soil  resistance  on  the  surfaces 
of  the  blades  to  the  measured  surface  force^  they  were  able  to 
determine  the  soil  strength*

Heretofore  soil  strength  was  measured  by  removing  samples  from 
the  ground  and  testing  them  in  laboiatoriess  In  these  tests  the 
results  were  regarded  as  incomplete  because  of  the  temporary  removal 
of  pressure  from  the  sides  and  the  consequent  destruction  of  the  original 
soil  structure o 

Different  laboratory  tests  were  used  and  the  results  often 
varied  from  one  test  to  another^  depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  soil 
and  external  conditions o 

By  on-the-spot  in-place  measurement^  true  strength  can  be 
determined  under  all  conditions o  Schlesinger  and  Vey  believe  their 
test  gives  the  true  strength  of  the  soil  and  iclU  serve  as  a  cross-check 
to  determine  which  of  the  laboratory  tests  are  valido 

Work  on  in-place  measuring  of  soil  density  and  texture  vras 
first  done  in  Sweden  in  19hQ   and  in  England  later  in  the  same  yeare 

V'Jhile  the  method  and  equipment  used  by  Schlesinger  and  Vey 
were  essentially  the  same  as  those  used  in  the  previous  experiments^ 
the  geology  of  the  area  was  quite  different  and  additional  observation 
yielded  further  knowledge  of  the  true  soil  structure c

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CHICAGO — Tablewao'e  made  from  plastics  has  practical  advantages  that 
should  assure  it  a  bright  future,  according  to  Herbert  B.  Gausebeck,  assist- 
ant chairman  of  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  at  Armour  Research  Founda- 
tion of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Plastic  cups,  saucers,  dishes,  and  other  dinnerv;are  are  stronger 
and  lighter  than  their  china  or  earthenware  counterparts,  Gausebeck  pointed 
out.  They  also  hold  heat  better  and  can  be  handled  without  noise. 

Restaurant  owners  and  the  plastics  industry  developed  the  tableware 
to  reduce  breakage  costs.  Most  successful  so  far  are  articles  made  of  melamii 
formaldehyde  resin,  a  tasteless,  odorless  compound  with  good  impact  strength 
and  resistance  to  abrasion,  PolystjTene,  polyethylene,  and  the  acrylic  resin: 
are  also  being  used  for  tableware  items  not  exposed  to  excessive  heat, 

"Y/hile  plastic  dishes  cannot  equal  the  beauty  of  fine  china.,  they  ar. 
well  suited  for  everyday  use  and  for  restaurants,"  Gausebeck  said,  "They  are 
about  one-third  the  weight  of  comparable  china  or  earthenware,  but  their  lew 
thermal  conductivity  permits  food  to  stay  hotter  longer," 

Gausebeck  said  me lamine -formaldehyde  cups  develop  coffee  or  tea 
stains,  but  the  stains  can  be  removed  by  bleaching  or  a  mild  abrasive.  The 
plastic  items  cannot  stand  boiling  indefinitely,  nor  are  they  as  hard  as  chin 
or  glass  and  so  pick  up  knife  scratches.  One  asset,  however,  is  the  lack  of 
surface  glazing,  which  often  means  unsightly  cracks  on  the  surface  of  glazed 
eajrthenware , 
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Improved  designs  for  plastic  tableware,  which  allow  better  stack- 
ing and  a  wide  variety  of  bright  or  pastel  colors,  promise  to  make  the  lunch 
hour  more  cheerful  in  restaurants  and  cafeterias,  Gausebeck  asserted. 

"Polyethylene  bowls  are  particularly  suitable  for  refrigerator  stor- 
age because  their  slight  flexibility  makes  a  water  and  vapor  tight  closure 
possible,  and  because  their  inherent  chemical  inertness  makes  them  resistant 
to  all  types  of  food  so  stored,"  he  said. 

The  high  price  of  nylon  has  prevented  the  iridespread  use  of  extreme- 
ly tough  nylon  tumblers,  but  the  acrylic  resins — such  as  Plexiglas  and 
Lucite — are  gaining  more  acceptance  for  decorative  articles,  he  observed. 

In  addition  tc  dinnerware,  a  number  of  plastic  table  accessories — 
trays,  place  mats,  table  cloths,  handles  for  flatware — are  becoming  mere 
popular  because  of  their  ready  cleanability  and  attractive  appearance, 
Gausebeck  said.

CHICAGO — A  plea  to  scientists  to  come  out  from  their  "ivory  tcwers" 
and  participate  in  public  affairs  "with  the, same  objectivity  as  th<=>y  apply  to 
their  scientific  work"  was  made  today  by  Dr.  Ed,  F,  Degering,  assistant  chair- 
m.an  of  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  research  at  Armour  Research  Founda- 
tion of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Degering  spoke  before  the  chemistry  section  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science  at  the  Hotel  Statler,  New  York  City, 

In  his  talk,  v/hich  he  called  "Unless,"  Degering  listed  many  advance- 
ments made  by  chemists  during  recent  years.  "Yet  each  advancem^ent  is  of  no 
avail,"  he  said,  "unless  the  political  and  social  instincts  yield  to  the  spirit- 
ual inclinations  and  scientific  development^" 

Degering  listed  the  chief  aim  of  the  chemist  as  "to  improve  the  con- 
ditions under  which  the  world's  people  live,  not  die»" 

"If  it  becomes  necessary  to  take  time  out  periodically  to  help  in  the 

destructive  job  of  blowing  up  a  Hitler  or  a  Hirohito,  he  (the  chemist)  will  ac- 
commodate," Degering  said,  "But  all  the  time  he  will  be  longing  to  be  back  to 
constructive  chemistry." 

"Currently  it  does  not  seem  that  we  chemists,  who  have  searched  out  the 
innermost  secrets  of  nature,  have  yet  found  the  key  to  universal  peace,"  he  saidc 
"We  have  perhaps  been  too  fatalistic.  We  have  each  taken  to  our  own  corner  and 
concerned  ourselves  with  our  own  immediate  scientific  problems,"  Degering  said^

Results   of  a  study  in  job  satisfaction  were  described 
today  by  Dr.  Vfillard  A,   Kerr_,   associate  professor  of  psychology 
at  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology^  before  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science 
in  New  York, 

Speaking  before  the  psychology  section^   Dr«   Kerr 
discussed  results   of  an  analysis   of   job  satisfactiono. 
Previously  he  had  devised  a   questionnaire  which  was  found  to 
be  the  first  workable,   accurate  measurement  of  job  satisfaction* 

Results  of  the  study,   vhich  is  important  in  personnel 
policy  planning,    showed  that  next  to   satisfaction  with 
general  company  policy,       long-range  goals   such  as   job   security, 
fairness   in  promotion  policy,  housing  conditions,   and  age   of 
employees  were  second  in  importance „ 

The  third  and  last  factor  Tras  found  to  be  short-term 
goals o     These  inol-aded  supervisory  ability  of  foremen,  managers, 
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and  section  leaders^  attitude  of  fellow-workers^  transportation^ 
and  effect  of  experiences  at  work  upon  personal  happiness. 

On  the  basis  of  the  test^  Tjliich  was  validated  by  records 
of  labor  turnover^  it  is  possible  to  determine  which  of  many 
factors  has  the  greatest  influence  in  an  individual's  desire 
to  remain  in  or  leave  his  jobo

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CHICAGO  —  A.  lack  of  fire  safety  education  has  become  a 
serious  threat  to  the  lives  and  property  of  college  students  in 
the  opinion  of  John  J,  Ahern,  director  of  the  fire  protection  and 
safety  engineering  department  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

"Unfortunately  there  mil  be  another  fatal  fire  in  some 
college  residence  hall  in  the  nation,  Horrever,  there  need  not  be 
if  the  colleges  will  only  take  the  necessary  steps  for  fire  prevention 
and  control^"  Ahern  said  January  10, 

Speaking  before  the  22nd  Annual  Fire  Department  Instructors 
Conference  in  Memphis,  .Tenn,,  Ahern,  ?farned  against  the  consequences 
of  continued  disregard  for  safety  education, 

"The  fire  record  of  colleges  has  taken  a  serious  trend  in 
recent  years*  These  catastrophes",  Ahern  said,  "could  just  as  well 
have  occurred  in  almost  any  college  or  university  in  the  country," 

"All  colleges  are  faced  v/ith  the  same  problem  and  almost 
without  exception  are  not  physically  prepared  to  cope  with  it. 
Only  chance  has  kept  the  college  residence  in  your  area  from  disaster 
and  we  must  act  quickly  before  their  luck  runs  out, 

"For  years,"  Ahern  noted.,  "attention  has  been  focussed  on 
the  life  safety  of  grammar  and  high  school  pupils.  Due  to  the 
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tremendouslj'-  effective  program  of  fire  drills  and  public  education 
the  loss  of  life  in  these  two  groups  has  been  drastically  reduced^ 

"When  they  graduate  from  high  school,  we  pack  them  off  to 
college,  promptly  forgetting  about  their  fire  safety  program  vdth 
which  we  have  been  so  concerned  for  the  preceding  twelve  years « 
Obviously  we  are  not  being  consistent  anf  the  record  is  beginning 
to  catch  up  Tdth  uso'' 

Ahern  warned  that  unless  colleges  and  universities  took 
steps  to  provide  at  least  minimum  safeguards.,  a  wave  of  restrictive 
legislation,  brought  down  by  parent's  m-ath,  woiald  cripple  campus

"The  colleges  must  assume  greater  fire  precautions  or  face 
having  them  forced  upon  them  by  public  opinion  and  governmental

Results  from  the  one-third  who  responded  showed  that:  hk   per

CHIGAGO'^'.-Accomplishraents  in  a  Y/ide  variety  cf  scientific  fields  make  up 
an  annual  report  issued  today  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Instil 
tute   of  Technology, 

Descriptions  of  more  than  200  research  projects  undertaken  by  Foundation 
scientists  and  engineers  during  the  19U8-19i4-9  fiscal  year  appear  in  the  UU-page 
report.     The  projects  range  from  rats  to  rockets,  from  70  miles  high  to  the 
bottom  of  oil  v;ells,    and  from  a  noise   survey  in  one  city  to  economic  develop- 
ments for  an  entire  country, 

A  total  of  296  research  projects  were  undertaken  by  63O  staff  members   at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  during  the  year,    according  to  the  report.     Sponsored 
by  industry,   government  agencies,    and  the  Foundation  itself,   the  projects  rep- 
resent an  investment  of  more  than  *U, 000, 000,     This  v/as  an  increase    of   22  per  cent 
ever  the  previous  year. 

Representative  projects   include: 

— showing  sodium  f luosilicate,  by-product  of  the  phosphate  industry,  to 
be  an  effective  rat  repellant,  suitable  for  protecting  packaged  goods  in  ware- 
houses and  saving  industry  up  to  a  billion  dollars  a  year.  The  suggestion  re- 
sulted from  one   of   I69  projects   sponsored  by  industrial  concerns, 

— long-term  development  and  research  on  rockets  and  rocket  launchers,    an 
example   of   73   projects   sponsored  by  government  agencies, 

— survey  of  all  transportation  noise  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  one  of  the 
5U  projects  sponsored  by  the  Foundation  in  the  public   interest, 

— an  instrument  to  record  heat  radiated  by  the  sun,   earth,   and  space   70 
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miles  high.  This  "directional  thermometer,"  reGembling  a  cannonballj  will  be 
ejected  from  a  rocket  on  its  way  up  at  I8OO  miles  an  hour, 

•"-a  search  for  inexpensive  surface  active  agents  which  will  make  it 
possible  to  obtain  more  oil  from  existing  wells. 

— operation  of  a  new  laboratory  in  Mexico  City,  including  pilot  plant  and 
laboratory  vrork   on  new  products  for  that  country's  industry, 

A  new  system  for  mass  duplication  of  magnetic  records  was  announced  by  the 
Magnetic  Recorder  division  of  the  Foundation^  The  annual  U,  3,  Camera  Achieve- 
ment Avirard  "for  outstanding  contribution  to  motion  picture  photography,  amateur 
and  professional"  went  to  the  Foundation  for  its  contributions  in  the  field  of 
magnetic  sound  for  motion  pictures, 

A  survey  of  the  technical  needs  of  Latin  Am.erican  countries  was  made  for 
the  United  Nations  Economic  Commission  for  Latin  America  by  the  International 
division.  The  Foundation  has  conducted  international  research  since  I9U2, 

A  monthly  analysis  of  dust  fall  for  the  city  of  Chicago,  sponsorship  of  a 
state-T/ide  conference  of  industrial  executives  to  discuss  research,  and  tracing 
hundreds  of  chemicals  for  scientists  the  world  over  by  the  National  Registry  of 
Rare  Chemicals  comprised  other  Foundation  activities. 

Among  the  sponsored  projects  were  studies  of  construction  materials  such 
as  lath,  plaster,  and  concrete  which  promise  less  expensive,  sturdier  buildings; 
a  possible  substitute  for  palm  oil,  a  necessity  in  making  hot  dip  tinplate,  and 
the  completion  of  a  mobile  measurements  laboratory,  containing  a  ton  and  a  half 
of  electronic  instruments  for  minute  scientific  measurements,  described  as  "the 
most  elaborate  and  universal  of  its  kind," 

A  greater  percentage  (63,3)  of  the  Foundation  staff  is  technical  than  at 
the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  year  (60,7),  the  report  said.  Staff  additions 
included  a  new  director  of  research  and  five  new  assistant  department  chairmen,

CHICAGO — By  checking  soil  and  plants  for  infinitely  small  amounts  of 
minerals,  scientists  expect  to  put  more  nourishing  steaks  on  your  table. 

Painstaking  studies  of  corn  samples  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  form  part  of  International  Harvester  Company's 
search  for  the  essential  elements  that  will  lead  to  a  better  diet. 

The  hunt  began  in  the  soil  itself.   Scientists  and  gourmets  discovered 
that  fat,  juicy  steaks  weren't  what  they  used  to  be  —  at  least  not  from  a  nu- 
tritional standpoint.  Their  conclusion  was  that  something  must  be  missing  from 
the  diet  of  the  cattle. 

"Ordinary  fertilizers  which  feed  phosphorous,  potassium,  and  calcium 
to  the  soil  have  been  found  wanting,"  explained  Arthur  J.  Mitteldorf ,  associate 
physicist  at  the  Foundation.  "The  soil  also  needs  replacements  for  incredibly 
small  amounts  —  mere  traces  —  of  such  elements  as  cobalt,  molybdenum,  manga- 
nese, zinc,  copper  and  iodine," 

One  of  these  "trace"  elements  which  exist  in  such  minute  quantities  that 
they  must  be  measured  in  parts  per  million  or  less  is  cobalt.  As  little  as  one 
ounce  of  this  mineral  in  feed  has  been  estimated  as  enough  to  keep  200  sheep  or 
cattle  healthy  for  one  year,-  With  no  cobalt  in  their  diet,  cattle  waste  aivay 
and  die,  helplessly  crippled.- 

Cobalt  was  recently  discovered  to  be  present  in  the  molecule  of  Vitamin 
B-12, 

"But  a  whole  host  of  other  elements  seems  to  be  needed  for  healthy  growth 
of  animals  and  plants,"  Mitteldorf  said.  "One -sixteenth  of  an  ounce  of  molybdenum

minerals  mean  better   steaks 


spread  over  an  acre  of  soil  was  found  to  improve   a  test  field  of  legumes   in 
Australia.     Zinc,    copper,   manganese,    iodine,    and  probably  miany  more  elements 
are   also  required." 

To  find  the  mineral  content  in  selected  soil  areas  under  observation, 
International  Harvester   gave   66  ears   of   corn  to  Armour  Research  Foundation 
scientists,     Mitteldorf  compared  finding  one  part  of   cobalt  hiding  in  10,000,000 
parts   of   corn,   for  example,   to  hunting  down  an  escaped  convict,  y/hen  all  the 
police   kncv;  is   his   name   and  the  fact  that  he   is   somewhere   in  Illinois. 

First,    the   corn  was  burned  to  an  ash  and  then  treated  chemically.      At 
that  point  the   search  was   narrowed  dov/n  to  about  the  problem  cf  finding  the 
fugitive   in  Chicago's   Loop   area.      A  spectroscope   —  an  instrument  for   identify- 
ing elements  by  the  use   cf   lij^ht  —  was   then  used  to   "pluck"    the   cobalt  from 
its  neighboring  atoms. 

Better  soils  mean  better  plants,  v/hich  in  turn  mean  better  animals  and 
better  health  for  more  people,    according  to  A,   P.   Yerkes,    General  Supervisor 
cf  Farm.  Practice  Research  at  International  Harvester,    in  commenting  on  the 
study.

Comments  concerning  examinations  included: 

"They're  too  long;  I  never  have  time  to  check  anything, 

"V'J'e  need  more  tests,  and  shorter  onesv- 

"I  know  I'm  sm.arter  than  my  test  grades  indicate. 
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"Your  tests  are  slide  rule  races." 

A  few  students,  however,  believed  tests  should  be  longer ^. 

Although  many  students  professed  homework  assignments 
were  "about  normal,"  others  decried  the  excessive  amount  or 
the  inconsistency  in  length. 

Comments  concerning  text  books  ranged  from  excellent 
to  needs  revision.  And  one  student  lamented  "The  text  is  too 
heavy  and  the  author  talks  too  much." 

In  all,  students  rated  instructors  on  approximately 
20  different  phases  of  teaching  including:  enthusiasm, 
knowledge  of  subject^  clarity  of  explanation,  delivery,  ability 
to  create  student  interest,  tolerance,  and  fairness  in  grading^, 

In  preference  to  signatures,  students  keyed  rating 
sheets  by  specifying  their  expected  grade  for  that  course  as 
well  as  their  cumulative  grade-point  average,  thus  enabling 
instructors  to  gauge  comments  according  to  student  caliber.

CHICAGO — The  prospect  of  harnessing  the  sun's  energy  to  melt  ice-covered 
rivers ■ and  lakes   is   an  example   of   scientists'    scorn  at  the   eld  adage   that  "every- 
body talks  about  the  weather  but  no  one  does   anything  about  it»" 

Scientists   at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of   Illinois   Institute   of  Tech- 
nology,   cooperating  with  the   U.   S.   Coast   Guard,    have   looked  into   the  m.atter.      The 
possibility:    sometime   Old  Man  ?;finter  may  release   his  frosty  grip   on  northern  Amer- 
ican lakes   and  rivers   earlier  than  he  wants   to,   thus   opening  trade   arteries  to 
navigation  for  longer  shipping  seasons  each  year. 

The  idea  being  examined  is  to  spread  a  black  coating  of  powder  or  liquid 
on  the  surface  of  the  ice,  providing  greater  absorption  of  solar  heat  than  that 
found  on  ordinary,   untreated  ice. 

The  theory  is  not  exactly  new.     Old  time   sailors,   finding  their  ships  were 
stuck  in  a  mass   of   ice,  v/ould  throw  garbage   around  their  vessels.      The  dark  color 
of   the   refuse  would  provide  faster  absorption  of   the   sun's   heat.      Because   of   this, 
the   ice  would  begin  to  melt,  making  it  easier  to  free  the  boats. 

Foundation  scientists  have  gathered  facts  and  theories   on  the   subject  to- 
gether.     They  say  the   idea  is  feasible,    if  favorable   conditions   can  be   set  up. 

For   instance,   there  probably  is   a  suitable  material  to  be  found  among   in- 
dustrial waste  products.     Factors   governing   the   choice   of   a  material  include 
weight,   availability,   ease   of  "planting"    on  ice,    and  its  freezing  point.      If   a 
liquid,   it  should  freeze  at  a  lower  temperature  than  v/ater.     The  matter  must  not 
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cause  pollution  of  lakes   or  rivers. 

Further  results   of  the   study  show  that  a  dark  covering,   laid  over  snm- 
tcpped  ice,  will  start  melting  the   ice  when  the   air  temperature  is   around  32  de- 
grees Fahrenl-ieit  when  the  intensity  cf  sclar  radiation  is  between  800  and  1,000 
British  Thermal  Units   per   square  foot,  which  is   the   case   as   early  as  February  and 
March  in  the   northern  parts   cf   the   United  States.    (A  B.T.U.    is  the   amount   of  heat 
required  to  raise  one  pound  of  v/ater  one  degree  Fahrenheit.) 

The  possibilities  suggested  by  this  research  .ai-e  longer  navigation  seasons 
on  northern  waters,  which  would  be  an  advantage  to  busineoses  which  depend  mainly 
on  this  form  cf  transpcrtaticn.

km  The  blood  serum  of  such  cancer  resistant  rabbits  slews  up  the  grcwth 
of  one  type  of  rabbit  cancer  and  several  types  of  human  cancer,  the  latter  ob- 
servation having  been  demonstrated  in  a  small  series   of  clinical  tests.

CHICAGO  --  Leverett  S.  Lyon,  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  Chicago  Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry,  today  departed 
from  the  usual  platitudes  of  rosy  promise  and  issued  a  sharp  warning 
to  college  graduates. 

"I  believe  it  is  more  important  to  make  people  thoughtful 
than  cheerful,"  Lyon  said,  speaking  at  the  mid-year  graduation 
exercises  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  Orchestra  ?Iall. 

He  told  the  490  graduates  that  they  must  realize  their 
own  stake  in  the  economic  future  of  the  country.   "Because  the 
governr-ient's  relationship  to  the  American  economy  will  affect  your 
[future  more  than  all  other  factors,  your  government  becomes  a  serious 
[and  a  personal  problem,"   he  said. 

In  his  talk,  "Your  Government  and  Your  Future,"  he  listed 
ften  precepts  as  a  guide  for  the  graduates.   These  are: 

1,  The  economic  life  of  our  country  is  something  more 
[inclusive  and  more  fundamental  than  its  business  life. 

2.  A  democratic  form  of  government  is  a  tool  to  aid  us  in 

[carrying  on  our  economic  affairs. 
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3.  It  is  a  great  error  to  assu  .e  that  there  must  be  sole 
reliance  on  either  governmental  agencies  or  private  enterprise  for 

;,  the  decisions  of  economic  life. 

4.  The  most  important  single  use  which  can  be  made  of 
goverruTient  is  in  determining  the  extent  to  which  our  economic  affairs 
shall  be  organized  by  individuals  and  the  extent  to  which  they  shall 
be  organized  by  government. 

5.  To  make  private  enterprise  vvork  it  must  be  implemented 
by  governi.ient  action. 

5,  If  we  are  to  have  private  enterprise,  it  must  be  main- 
tained by  government  action, 

7.  If  vi/e  are  to  use  free  enterprise,  it  must  be  reguloted 
by  government  --  that  is,  government  must  v;rite  the  rules  of  the  game 
and  enforce  them, 

8.  It  is  important  to  realize  that  governiiients  are 
extensively  used  for  economic  production. 

S.  There  is  a  danger  in  our  increasing  tendency  to  utilize 
government  to  regulate  the  pace  of  general  business  activity  or  to 
support  or  limit  one  type  of  industry  or  another.

"The  engineer  is  finding  it  increasingly  necessary  to  be  adept, 
not  only  as  a  professional  man  in  his  own  fields  but  to  an  ever  increasing 
extent;  as  a  salesmar>  with  the  ability  to  be  persuasive  with  his 
management,"  Phillips  saido 

"Thousands  of  examples  can  be  found  where  the  use  of  efficient, 
and  lower  cost  m.ethods  of  material  handling  has  suffered,  not  from  a 
lack  of  ingenuity, ■  .ability j,  or  physical  equipment,  but  from  the  lack 
of  internal  salesmanship," 

Before  discussing  sales  approaches  and  methods,  Phillips  outlined 
rules  for  planning  a  sales  presentation  because,  he  said,  "the  planning

By  using  the  palletized  unit  load  and  fork  truck  as  the  basis   of 
a  mechanized  system,    the  number  of  man  hours  was  cut  to  203," 
Borst  stated*      (A  pallet  is  a  platform  on  runners  or  skids,  and  a 
fork  truck  is  a  lifting  device,) 

"In  the  field  of  warehousing  since  the  war,    over  a  million 
square  feet  of  space  has  been  recovered  through  maximum  palletizing," 
he  added* 
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To  further  facilitate  materials  handling  and  warehousing, 
Comnander  Borst  asked  industry  to  standardize  methods  and  equipmento

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Let  me  assure  you  at  the  outset  that  my  remarks  today  are 
not  to  be  a  political  speech,  a  lecture  on  public  administration,  or 
a  sermon. :on  citizenship.  They  are  planned  to  be  a  talk  on.,  the 
relation  of  government  to  our  economic  affairs* 

I  refer  to  these  observations  as  "Your  Government  and  Your 

Future"  because  today,  when  you  leave  the  Institute,  you  will  leave 

it  to  work  at  your  profession,  thus  becoming  a  part  of  America's 

economic  organization^  and  because  the  government's  relationship 

to  the  American  economy  frill  affect  your  future  perhaps  more  than 

any  other  single  factor  -  indeed,  perhaps  more  than  all  other  factors 

combined o 
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The  proper  relationship  of  government  to  economic  affairs 
has  been  a  topic  of  perennial  discussion.  Plato  m^as  discussing  it 
about  iiOO  B.C.   In  1776  it  was  the  chief  theme  of  Adam  Smith's  great 
book;,  "The  Wealth  of  Nations."   No  subject  was  of  more  concern  to 
the  men  who  framed  our  Federal  Constitution. 

The  passage  of  time  and  the  changing  circumstances  of  the 
world  have  increased  rather  than  diminished  the  significance  of  this 
problem.   Certainly,  during  the  last  two  decades,  vfith  the  growth 
of  Facsism,  Communism  and  Socialism  which  largely  identify  government 
and  economic  life.,  and  with  the  development  of  the  New  Deal  in  America, 
all  the  issues  of  government  in  relation  to  our  economy  have  been 
intensified.  Because  of  its  importance  I  believe  it  is  a  good  deal 
more  useful  when  discussing  this  subject,  to  help  people  to  be 
thoughtful  than  to  help  them  be  cheerful. 

I  have  set  doT\Ti  what  I  Yfant  to  say  in  the  form  of  ten 
statements.   I  had  thought  of  calling  these  the  Ten  Commandments  for 
thinking  about  government  -  a  sort  of  modern  decalogue.  However, 
for  this  might  suggest  that  I  was  attempting  to  pose  as  Jehovah,  or 
at  least  as  Moses,  I  shall  refer  to  these  ten  statements  as  ten  precepts 
for  guidance  in  considering  this  subject.      ■     .  . 

PRECEPT  NO.  I 
It  is  important  to  realize  that  the  econom.ic  life  of  our  country  is 
something  m^ore  inclusive  and  m.ore  fundamental  than  its  business  life » 

The  economic  life  of  a  country  consists  of  all  the  operations 
through  which  its  population  is  kept  alive  and  supplied  with  whatever 
is  produced  to  make  up  its  whole  standard  of  living o  Economic  life 

-more- 
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was  just  as  real  on  this  continent  iwhen  the  country  belonged  to  the 
Indians  -  although  there  were  then  no  business  men  -  as  it  is  at 
presents  It  is  as  real  today  in  Communist  Russia  as  it  is  in  our 
own  country_,  although  in  Russia  they  seem  to  know  more  about  liquidation 
than  about  liquid  assets  and^  for  forecasting^  rely  more  on  Stalin 
than  statistics  0  V/here  economic  activity  does  not  exist  a  population 
does  not  exist:  there  is  nothing  to  eate 

Business,  on  the  other  hand,  is  only  one  method  of  organizing 
economic  affairs*  It  is  a  method  mtiich,  though  it  has  demonstrated 
unrivalled  power  to  produce-  is  comparatively  new  in  the  world^  only 
a  couple  of  centuries  old» 

PRECEPT  NOo  II 
A  democratic  form  of  government  is  a  tool  which  we  have  invented  and 
use  to  aid  us  in  carrying  on  our  economic  affairs e 

Government  is  not  a  single  concept,  although  we  frequently 
refer  to  "the  governmentc"  We  have  many  levels  of  governmentc  They 
range  in  size  and  power  all  the  way  from  college  class  governments 
through  university  boards  of  trustees,  municipal  councils,  state 
governments  and  the  national  governmentc 

We  use  governments  in  many  ways  in  economic  life«  In  fact  - 
as  I  shall  try  to  make  clear  a  little  later  -  we  use  government  to 
create  or  establish  the  business  system  and  maintain  the  life  of  that 

systeme. 

PRECEPT  NOo  III 
It  is  a  great  error  to  assume  that  there  must  be  a  sole  reliance 
either  on  governmental  agencies  or  on  private  enterprise  for  the 
decisions  of  economic  life n 
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We  often  hear  this  error  expressed  in  such  statements  as 
"America  is  at  the  crossroads]  we  must  choose   between  private 
enterprise  and  government  ownership,"  or,  "Am.erica  must  choose  between 
freedom  and  socialismo"   Such  abstractions  are  merely  rhetorical 
substitutes  for  careful  thinkings   The  choice  is  not  that  simple. 5 

There  has  never  been  an  economic  system  in  which  governments 
were  not  used  to  carry  on  some  economic  activities o  There  has  never 
been  one  in  which  some  reliance  was  not  placed  on  the  initiative 
of  individuals o  It  is  possible  to  think  of  an  almost  infinite  variety 
of  divisions  of  responsibility  between  the  two.-. 

Moreover,  no  one  country  has  ever  continued  indefinitely  with 
any  one  division  of  responsibility  between  government  and  individuals. 

PRECEPT  NO,  IV 
The  most  important  single  use  which  can  be  made  of  government  is 
in  determining  the  extent  to  which  our  economic  affairs  shall  be 
organized  by  individuals  and  the  extent  to  which  they  shall  be  organized 
by  government Q 

The  men  who  drafted  our  federal  Constitution  discovered  thiso 
To  say  that  they  argued  violently  over  how  much  power  should  be  given 
to  the  federal  government  is  to  express  only  a  tenth  of  the  truth o 
They  gave  the  federal  government  authority  to  coin  money^  to  establish 
the  post  office;-  to  raise  and  support  armies,  to  create  tariffs, 
but  they  battled  over  every  point  and  compromised  on  such  issues  as 
controlling  interstate  trade  and  slaveryo  Those  who  held  the 
Jeffersonian  view:  "that  government  is  best  which  governs  least^" 
opposed  th  e  assignment  of  liberal  authority  to  federal  officials » 
Alexander  Hamilton  felt  that  the  Constitution  gave  government  far 
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too  little  power  and  declared  it  to  be  a  "shilly  shally  thing,  of 
mere  milk  and  water^  which  can  not  last="  Through  amendments  to  our 
Constitution^  through  interpretations  by  the  courts  and  through 
legislation,  we  are  constantly  changing  the  balance  of  authority 
between  governments  and  individuals,  giving  more  or  less  to  one  or 
the  other»   Sometimes  we  make  the  situation  better;  sometimes  we 
make  it  worse. 

Not  only  are  we   forever  changing  the  division  of  authority 
between  government  and  individuals   in  America,  but  there  has  never 
been  a  time  when  the  division  of  responsibility  was  alike  in  all 
countries  of  tne  world.  The  result  has  been,  both  throughout  the 
course  of  history  and  within  an;'-  one  period,  a  great  variety  of  econ- 
omic systems.  The  choice  between  government  and  individual  action 
has  never  been  absolute  arid  is  not  so  novf. 

PRECEFT  NO.V 
To  make  private  enterprise  work  it  must  be  implemented  by  government 
action. 

In  sa  ring  this  I  must  make  clear  that  I  am  sneaking  of  pri- 
'vate  enterprise  as  a  human  capacity-   Private  enterprise  is  the 
capacity  of  an  indix-idual  to  make  decisions,  to  exercise  judgment, 
and  to  use  initiative.  This  capacity  is  one  of  the  most  priceless 
resources  of  the.hum.an  race.  Tut  this  capacity,  as  a  resource,  is 
as  real  in  present  day  Russia  and  England  as  it  is  in  America.  But 
in  neither  of  these  countries  is  it  now  implemented  with  the  legal 
arrangements  v^Jhich  permit  it  to  function  in  the  organization  and 
operation  of  the  economy. 

Most  im.portant  in  implementing  free  enterprise  are  the  laws 

which  give-  ri'?;hts  in  private  property o  Without  the  possibility  of 
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owninp  things  and  of  increasing  one's  possessions  by  personal 
effort J  private  enterprise  is  valueless .  It  is  government  which 
gives  and  enforces  such  rights  of  possession.   It  is  government 
which  -  through  taxation  and  othenvise  -  can  take  them  away.  If 
government  did  not  set  up  an  orderly  and  accepted  procedure  for 
contracts  by  means  of  which  possessions  can  be  transferrid  and 
held,  they  could  be  had  and  held  only  by  force.  The  essential 
difference  between  business  and  gangsterism  is  that  in  a  business 
system  a  government  authorizes  and  enforces  the  rights  and  transfers 
of  private  ownershipj  while  in  the  gangster  world  such  rights  and 
transfers  rest  on  the  sawed-off  shotgun.   Indeed,  the  operation  of 
our  private  enterprise  system  consists  of  a  continuous  rearranging 
of  private  property  rights  by  means  of  legally  enforcable  contracts 
formed  by  the  decisions  of  individuals  as  to  what  thej^  believe  will 
be  mutually  advantageous o 

PRECEPT  NO.  Vi: 
If  we  are  to  have  private  enterprise,  it  must  be  maintained  by 
government  action. 

I  am  sure  that  members  of  this  audience  all  realize  that 
the  so-called  business  system  developed  in  England  and  that  we 
adopted  its  major  principles  as  they  had  been  developed  there,  I 
am  sure  that  you  know  that  a  part  of  this  history  was  the  struggle 
to  win  from  such  monopolies  as  the  guilds  and  the  chartered 
companies  the  right,  for  individuals,  to  enter  business  and  to 
compete  against  those  who  had  the  special  privileges  of  working 
at  certain  trades  or  carrying  on  certain  kinds  of  business.  The 
history  of  the  rise  of  business  is  in  no  small  part  the  history 
of  the  rise  of  competition. 

-more- 
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In  America,  public  policy,  for  the  most  part,  has  been 
trwe  to  the  tradition  in  which  business  was  born  -  a  public 
policy,  of  using  government  to  maintain  competition  and  to  for- 
bid the  making  of  contracts  v/hen  there  is  proof  that  such  con- 
tracts will  be  used  to  destroy  the  freedom  contract  itself. 
England  nad  nothing  comparable  to  our  Anti-Trust  Acts.  Cartels 
and  similar  monopolies  in  England  have  led  to  restrictionism  of 
output,  out-of  -date  equipment,  stuffed  shirt  directors,  and 
management  inertia.   In  fact,  England's  present  socialism  is  in 
no  small  degree  the  result  of  her  philosophy  on  competition, 

A  recent  editorial  in  the  Chicago  Tribune  put  this  whole 
matter  neatlv  in  a  single  sentence,  which  reads  "Monopoly  capitalism 
always  breeds  socialism."    It  is  com.petition,  which,  in  contrast, 
has  kept  American  industrial  equipment  modern;  and  made  American 
management  the  most  alert  in  the  world.  If  we  ever  lose  competition, 
we  have  lost  free  enterprise. 

Until  well  into  this  century,  it  was  thought  to  be  as  im- 
portant for  government  to  maintain  competition  in  the  field  of 
labor  as  among  business  companies.  More  recently,  however,  policy 
has  shifted  to  a  tendency  actually  to  facilitate  labor  monopolyo 
The  Taft-Hartley  Law  was  the  first  reversal  of  this  trend. 

PRECEPT  NO.  VII 
If  -MB  aire  to  use  free  enterprise,  it  must  be  regulated  by  govern- 
ment -  that  is ^  government  must  write  the  rales  of  the  game  and 
enforce  them. 

Everyone  agrees  that  there  should  be  rules  of  what  is 
fair  and  that  the  government  should  act  as  referee,  but  the  hard

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job  is  to  :crite  the  rules. 

Centuries  of  work  in  developing  the  common  law,  the  enact- 
ment of  federal  statutes,  nearly  thirty-five  years  of  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission,  and  the  convulsions  of  business  men  tr''ing  to 
draw  up  NRA  codes  have  all  indicated  that  the  rules  are  hard  to 
write  and  never  suit  everybody.  Sometimes  one  wonders  if  they 
ever  suit  anybody. 

Rules  for  business  action  have  been  developed  in  the  employ- 
ment field,  as  well  as  for  business  competitors.  In  the  public 
interest  the  rules  lim.it  the  number  of  hours  of  work  per  day  or 
week;  in  the  public  interest  the  rules  say  no  to  child  labor, 
even  though  it  would  be  competitively   profitable. 

PRECEPT  NO.  VIII 
It  is  important  to  realize  that  governments  are  extensively  used 
for  economic  production . 

A  hundred  years  ago  governmental  production  was  comparatively 
limited.  It  vras  used  for  little  except  protection  of  the  peace,  for 
national   defense,  and,  through  the  courts,  for  the  dispensation 
of  justice.   Even  such  comiiion  governmental  activities  as  public 
water  supply  and  sewage  disposal  existed  only  in  a  few  large  cities. 

How  extreme  has  been  the  change  is  illustrated  when  vre  compare 
present  governamental  provision  for  education  with  the  condition 
when  that  testy  Governor  of  Virginia,  Sir  Vlfilliam  Berkeley,  is  reported 
to  have  said,  "Thank  God  we  have  no  free  public  schools  in  this 
colony* " 

Numerous  factors  have,  for  better  or  for  worse,  brought 
about  a  greatly  increased  use  of  governmental  agencies  in  production j 

-more- 
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One  is  urbanization,  A  century  and  a  half  ago  more  than  90  per 
cent  of  our  population  lived  on  farms.  Today  our  farm  population 
is  a  little  more  than  15  per  cent  of  the  total.  This  urbanization 
has  increased  the  need  for  joint  action  and  also  made  such  action 
more  practicable.  As  towns  grew,  fire  hazards  became  greater  and 
fire  departments  Y/ere  demanded.  Private  wells  and  individual  waste 
disposal  became  less  satisfactory  than  the  supplying  of  these  services 
by  public  .  action*  Urban  traffic  made  public  street  paving  a  necessity, 

Nevf  types  of  taxation  have  contributed  greatly  toward  the 
use  of  government  in  production.  Everybody  hates  taxes  if  he  knows 
he  is  paying  them.  W  hen  taxation  was  chiefly  on  real  estate  most 
people  knew  when  they  paid  their  taxes  -  and  they  did  not  like  it. 
Now,  when  taxes  on  corporation  profits  and  taxes  on  pay  rolls  make 
the  people  who  really  pay  the  taxes  think  they  are  being  paid  by 
somebody  else,  they  are  glad  to  have  the  government  getting  the 
money  to  provide  them  with  things  which  they  think  cost  them  nothing. 
Quite  as  much  is  the  progressive  income  tax  used  to  provide 
government  services  to  people  who  feel  that  they  are  getting  something 
without  cost, 

A  further  factor  in  promoting  governmental  production  is 
bureaucratic  growth.   It  i  s  often  said  that  few  things  have  more 
capacity  for  expansion  than  a  governmental  bureau.  Once  a, venture 
into  government  production  is  made  -  wisely  or  unwisely  -  subsequent 
enlargements , seem  almost  inevitable. 

The  final  factor  in  promoting  governmental  production,  with 
its  accompanying  expenditure,  has  been  the  shift  in  the  international 
and  military  situation  of  the  United  States. 

-more- 
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Our  typical  federal  budget  in  the  decade  before  World  War  I 
was  about  3A  of  one  billion  dollars.  The  army  and  navy  together 
were  costing  us  each  year  one-third  of  a  billion.  War  pensions 
were  1^0  millions  more.  The  federal  budget  just  proposed  by  the 
President  calls  for  an  annual  expenditure  of  1x2.   and  a  half  billion. 
This  includes  more  than  13  and  a  half  billions  for  military  purposes; 
over  six  billions  for  pensions  and  other  veterans'  benefits 5  and 
over  five  and  a  half  billions  for  interest  on  the  public  debt,  most 
of  uvhich  is  vrar  debt. 

PRECEPT  NO.  IX 
There  is  danger  in  our  increasing  tendency  to  utilize  government 
to  regulate  the  pace  of  general  business  activity  or  to  support 
or  limit  one  type  of  industry  or  another. 

There  are  certain  misuses  of  government  for  which  we  must 
always  be  alert.   One  of  these  -  an  important  one  -  is  the  effort 
to  use  government  to  subsidize,  support  and  protect  particular  groups 
or  particular  industries.  While  such  requests  of  government  are 
an  old  story,  we  have  during  the  past  two  decades,  seen  a  great 
extension  of  what  has  been  called  "a  competition  for  hand-outs." 
The  President's  recent  Economic  Report  furnishes  many  examples 
of  proposals  to  control  the  general  level  of  business,  to  support 
particular  industries  or  groups,  and  to  guide  the  use  of  resources 
in  other  directions  than  those  to  which  they  would  go  if  they  were 
directed  by  individual  decision.  The  granting  of  one  protection 
or  subsidy  invariably  leads  to  demands  for  similar  protection  for 
others.  The  argument  for  such  use  of  government  is  always  the 
same  -  the  contention  that  it  is  the  duty  of  government  to  protect 
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an  existing  investment,  an  existing  industry,  or  an  existing  wage, 

or  an  existing  price  level.  These  arguments  are  opposed  to  everything 

for  which  free  enterprise  and  honest  governm.ent  stand.  Such  hand-outs 

can  throttle  competition  and  can  lead  to  something  perilously  close 

to  political  corruption  of  whole  industries.  Votes  can  be  asked 

for  -  practically  demanded  -  in  terms  of  gratitude  for  favors  rendered, 

Moreover,  no  special  group,  whether  it  is  labor,  agriculture, 
or  industry,  can  be  supported  and  favored  except  at  the  expense  of 
others.  Such  groups,  in  asking  for  taxes  which  place  them  in  a 
preferred  or  protected  position,  are  always  asking  to  be  made  charity 
wards  of  the  nation, 

PRECEPT  NO.  X 
And  this  brings  me  to  the  end  of  the  decalogue  -  to  Precept  No.  Ten : 
The  believers  in  free  enterprise  will  be  effective  to  the  extent 
that  they  consider  governmental  action  in  specific  terms > 

Every  thoughtful  person  knows  that  there  is  need  for  somie 
governmental  action  in  our  economic  life.  To  say  otherwise  would 
be  to  say  we  do  not  believe  in  public  education^  in  a  national  army, 
or  even  in  public  streets* 

VlTiat  we  need  to  consider  is  always  the  specific:  what  forms 
of  education,  how  much,  and  where  and  for  v^hom;  how  large  an  army, 
Tirith  TAtiat  types  of  equipment^  what  kinds  of  streets,  where,  and 
how  paved. 

So  it  is  when  we  consider  social  security.  No  one  is  opposed 
to  public  or  private  assistance  to  orphans,  to  the  blind,  or  to 
others  physically  handicapped.  Much  tax  m.oney  goes  to  these  purposes, 
and  each  year  business  men  lead  in  directing  the  community  fund 
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and  other  drives  to  which  they  and  the  companies  they  manage  are 
major  contributors.  The  issue  of  social  security  is  not^  therefore, 
whether  one  is  for  or  against  all  social  security.   It  is  whether 
a  specific  form  or  type  of  social  security  or  its  administration 
is  desirable  at  a  given  moment. 

But  there  are  strong  pressures  for  improper  use  of  government. 
Added  government  authority  must  always  be  granted  with  caution  and 
watched  vj-ith  everlasting  constancy.   "Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price 
of  freedom,"   That  ringing  phrase  was  uttered  mth  reference  to 
royal  monarchs,  but  it  could  well  be  applied  to  all  political  povrer. 
The  priceless  quality  of  personal  initiative,  if  kept  competitive, 
works  for  progress,  economy  and  output.   Political  operation  feeds 
on  pay  rolls  and  is  always  under  pressure  toward  expansion,  nepotism, 
and  technical  stagnation.  May  we  also  remember,  before  we  give 
government  control  over  increasing  areas  of  economic  life,  that 
the  factors  vv'hich  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  framing 
public  policy  are  becoming  increasingly  technical  and  complicated. 
To  the  extent  that  this  is  true,  it  is  correspondingly  more  difficult 
for  officials  to  foresee  them,  understand  them,  and  manage  them 
intelligently.   It  becomes  correspondingly  more  difficult  for 
officials  to  understand  and  to  appraise  these  factors.   It  is  well 
to  remember  that  in  government,  even  more  readily  than  in  private 
administration,  there  can  be,  in  the  words  of  Justice  Cardozo, 
"delegation  running  riot;"  and  that  the  "curse  of  bigness"  of  Yirhich 
Justice  Brandeis  has  written  so  brilliantly,  can  blight  an  industrial 
empire  under  the  control  of  government  quite  as  effectively  as  it 
can  one  under  the  management  of  private  citizens. 
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Members  of  the  mid-year  graduating  class  of  the  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  you  are  taking  a  new  place  in  a  world 
in  which  government  has  assumed,  even  during  your  lifetime,  an 
importance  wholly  unimagined  a  generation  ago.  Much  of  this  new 
importance  has  resulted  from  a  desire  to  be  protected  from  the  risks 
of  freedom.  Not  unlike  the  harried  men  of  the  middle  ages,  who 
sought  shelter  under  the  military  might  of  some  great  lord,  individuals 
and  groups  now  importune  Washington  for  protection  from  the  rigors 
of  independence  and  competition. 

Cur  federal  government  was  established  in  opposition  to 
the  concepts  of  the  overlord,  of  m.onarchy  and  the  supreme  power 
of  kings.   It  was  devised,  moreover,  as  a  working  tool,  a  tool  made 
by  people  like  ourselves,   to  serve  our  purposes »   If  we  use  this 
tool  to  maintain  and  implement  freedom,  we  shall  justify  the 
declaration  that  the  Constitution  which  created  it  is  "the  greatest 
document  ever  struck  off  «  ,  .  by  the  hand  of  m.anc"  But  if  we 
regard  our  government  essentially  as  a  dispenser  of  privilege,  of 
favors,  of  largesse,  we  shall  find  ourselves  again  kneeling  before 
the  throne  of  something  we  regard  as  greater  than  the  people  7/ho 
sustain  it«   If  we  do  so  find  ourselves,  the  fault,  to  paraphrase 
the  words  of  Cassius,  will  not  have  been  in  our  stars,  but  in 
ourselves,  that  we  are  underlings* 
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CHICAGO  —  Only  through  efficient  handling  and  storage   of   materials 
can  present-day  production    be  maintained  in  buildings  set  up  to  handle 
production  using  methods  of  20  to  2^  years  ago,    Leo  He  Ballarby  warned 

today. 

Ballarbyj  material  handling  engineer  of  the  Nash  Motors  Division, 
Nash-Kelvinator  corporation^  addressed  members  of  the  Midwest  Materials 
Handling  conference  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technologyo 

"Most  manufacturing  plants  of  today  have  been  established  a  number 
of  years.  During  the  last  several  years,  these  plants  with  the  same  amount 
of  floor  space  have  been  called  upon  to  increase  production  as  much  as 
three  and  .four  hundred  per  cente 

"Stock  area  is  now  at  a  premium  and  air  space  must  be  utilized 
for  storage  of  stock.  Modern  material  handling  methods  are  accomplishing 

that  prupose. 

"Just  as  the  horse  •  and  buggy  days  are  over  as  far  as  transportatio 
is  concernedj  likemse,  the  era  of  the  wheelbarrow  and  hand  truck  is  over 
in  modern  material  handling.  New  methods  are  being  brought  to  the  attention

"It  is  not  true  that  the  slow  reader  is  the  careful  reader,"  she 
declared,  Mrs»  SimpsonBhead  of  the  Adult  Reading  Service  of  Illinois. 
Tech's  Institute  for  Psychological  Services*  .  -  - 

"Invariably,."  she  said,  "the  rapid  reader  scores  higher  on  his 
comprehension  of  material  read  than^cs  the  slow  reader," 

Sixty  per  cent  of  adults  in  the  Chicago  area,  she  pointed  out, 
cannot  read  beyond  the  eighth  grade  level  and  a  large  number  of  that 
percentage  do  not  read  as  well  as  the  eighth  grade  level, 

"The  barrier  to  improved  reading,"  she  said,,  "is  the  erroneous 
belief  that  in  the  first  three  years  cf"  school  we  learn  to  read;  thereafter,, 
we  read  to  learno   The  actual  case, "  she  stated,  "is  that  a  person  nay 
learn  to  read  better  at  any  age  level  and  usually  is  capable  of  reading 
tv/ice  as  effeciently  as  he  does  now, 

.Mrso  Simpson  cited  the  case  of  a  group  cf  Air  Force  officers 
whose  average  reading  rate  jumped  from  250  to  60O  words  a  minute  after 
completing  a  specialized  training  courseo

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An  adult's  reading  habits,  Mrso  Simpson  explained,  are  based  en 
four  factors:  mental  capacity  —  one's  ability  to  improve;  visual 
skills  —  attaining  proper  focal  span;  reading  skills  --  learning  word 
recognition,  word  meanings,  comprehens ion'f  and  rate;  and  personality  — 
having  no  serious  personality  problems.

CHICAGO  —  A  plea  for  support  in  establishing  and  enforcing  use 
of  safe  materials  in  pest  control  work  in  food  processing  plants  was 
made  today  by  Milton  E<,  Parker „  director  of  the  food  engineering  program 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Techno logyo 

Speaking  before  the  I2|th  annual  Pest  Control  Operators  Conference 
at  Purdue  universityg.  Parker  pointed  the  need  of  education  in  and 
standardisation  of  pest  control  materials  which  may  find  their  way  into 
fooda 

"The  reputation  of  pest  control  operators  andthe  extent  of  their 
value  to  the  food  processin^^  industry  depends  upon  their  support  of  a 
prOi^;ranl  demanding  the  acceptability  of  safe  pest-control  materials  and 
methods  and  enforcement  of  their  usee" 

"The  vast  majority  of  our  food  processing  companies  are  small 
enterprises  with  personnel  of  limited  technical  knowledge  and  capabilitiesg " 
Parker  said»   "Only -a  small  percentage  of  the  food  processing  companies 
can  afford  to  employ  technical  personnel  or   technical  onsultants  at  the 
present  time© 

"According  to  I939  census  data 5  77%  of  the  52,.  144  food  processing 
plants  employed  an  average  of  only  8  persons  or  less,  and  26%   employed 
an  average  of  up  to  four  workers.r, 
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"Thus,  the  reputation  of  pest  control  operators  and  recognition 
of  their  services  by  food  industries  can  be  assured  through  support  and 
and  endorsement  of  safe  and  effective  pest-control  materials  of  benefit 
to  the  entire  industry. 

"Actually,  most  pest-control  materials  --  particularly  insecticides  - 
are  not  developed  for  use  in  food  processing  establishments  but  rather 
for  home  and  farm  use* 

"An  exhaustive  investigation  of  relative  toxicities  to  humans 
and  contamination  to  processed  foods,  has  shov/n  adequate  and  authoritative 
endorsements  for  only  two  insecticidal  chemicals  --  pyrethrins  and 
dihydrorotenone,  with  or  without  the  activators  piperonyl  butoxide,  N-propyl 
isome,  or  Van  Dyke  264. 

In  portraying  the  need  for  safe  and  standard  materials,  Parker 
noted  the  responsibilites  of  the  individual  food  processor  under  federal 
statute. 

"Under  present  Federal  food  laws,  and  material  that  findsits  way 
into  food  as  contamiinant  is  the  responsibility  of  the  mamifacturero 

"The  terms  ofthe  Federal  Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act  do  not 
preclude  the  use  of  insecticides,  but  they  do  make  provisions  to  guarantee 
consumer  safety. "
